heatre Network, once flounder- 

ing in financial and artistic 
malaise, is now firmly back on its 
feet after a “miraculous” 11l-month 
turnaround. 

“Theatre Network won't be 
caught with its pants down,” said 
general manager David Hennessey 
of his revved up and revitalized 
company. “In fact, to be sure of 
that, we’ve taken our pants right 
off,” he added, with a rueful grin. 

Hennessey and artistic director 
Ben Henderson are all too familiar 
with the parred down, bare bones 
approach to producing theatre. 
The Edmonton company, commit- 
ted to showcasing new Canadian 
playwrights, was stripped to its 
skivvies last year, despite a very, 
very successful 20th anniversary 
season. 

Hennessey, who took the helm 
of the flagging company at the end 
of the 1993/94 season, chronicles 
the near demise of Theatre Net- 
work. 

“It was one sick puppy, all 
right,” said Hennessey, first 
imported from Saskatoon on a 
month-to-month contract. “Ben 
had already cut the budget in half, 
from $600,000 to $300,000. Shows 
had been cut and staff was non- 
existent. The only thing we inherit- 
ed was a very healthy deficit.” 

This time last year, Theatre 
Network was in deep doo-doo. Not 
ankle-deep, not waist-deep, but up 


to their collective necks. Hennes- , 


‘sey lists off the figures like an 
ecclesiastical liturgy. “We had 
$62,000 in outstanding payables 
and we had exhausted our 
$121,000 line of credit with the 
bank. Altogether we had an accu- 
mulated deficit of $249,000. More- 
over, the place was a mess. I mean 
foul. It was a toilet, there’s no 
other word for it.” 

Looking around the newly-reno- 
_ vated Roxy Theatre on 124 Street 
today, you'd think Hennessey was 
exaggerating. The walls are newly 
plastered and painted, there’s new 
blue-grey wall-to-wall carpet in the 
foyer. The concession stand and 
the box office have recently seen a 
carpenter’s hand and the entire 
lobby area, boasting large potted 
floor plants, is subtly lit with track 
lighting. 

The former cinema, built in 1939 
and last renovated in 1968, is haute 
décor a la '90s. Gone are the 
brown: walls and orange shag car-

“The board voted unanimously to 
save it; none of us wanted to see 
Theatre Network die.” 

The first major break came 
when the company, which held the 
remaining $143,000 mortgage on 
the building (and chooses to 
remain unnamed), agreed to write 
it off. Hennessey, given to dramat- 
ies, called this spontaneous act of 
generosity “a miracle.” And the 








truly unique season — helped cre- 
ate revenue for Theatre Network: 
Brad Fraser’s Poor Superman, 
which went on to international 
acclaim, a couple of sold-out 
shows by the Trolls, and the 
unlikely hit Supreme Dream, did 
very well at the box office. 

“Before those shows, the theatre 
was in severe malaise,” Henderson 
recalled. “No one was coming out 
to see good work. We wanted to 
excite the community with a real 
presence. We wanted to come out 


als, supplies and labor. 

“I can’t begin to tell you how 
generous the community business- 
es were,” said Hennessey. “Almost 
everything you see, and lots of 
stuff you don’t see, was donated. 
We almost had to gut the building 
to get it to where it is today. A lot 
of people very generously wrote 
off our debts. Remember, we still 
had thousands and thousands of 
dollars owing. I went through 
every one of those payable acc- 
ounts and told people what our sit- 
uation was. Much of the debt was

tough things were.” 

Renovations to the Roxy have 
run upwards of $100,000. While 
Hennessey admits they have no 
money, he’s also quick to add they 
are out of the red and into the 
black. “In 11 months we pulled this 
puppy out of the fire,” he said.

The first play in the new Roxy 
will be Ron Chamber's play Dirt, a 
piece which Hennessey claims will 
make people squirm and laugh at 
the same time.

What they 
can't live with is sustained pressure that 
keeps building, organizations that keep 
doing things, people that keep learning 
lessons from the last time and doing it bet- 
ter the next time.” 

1. You gotta believe: Have belief, hope, 
passion and confidence that valuable 
change can happen. Hold on to a vision of a 
more just and sustainable world. It is worth

2. Challenge authority: Don’t be afraid 
to question authority. Authority should be 
earned, not appointed. The “experts” are 
often proven wrong (“experts” used to 
believe the earth was flat.) Remember: you 
don't have to be an expert to have an opin- 
ion or to speak to an issue 

3. Know the system: The system perpet- 
uates itself. Yet with a few simple tools you 
can understand how decisions are made and 
influence the outcome. Learn how the 
bureaucracy is structured. For example, in 
Edmonton, use the Centrex, a phone direc- 
tory of all city employees and their bosses. 
Analyze the media. Get to know each coun- 
cillor's executive assistant. And read the 
council agendas (the library has copies and 
Freenet has a summary) so you can know 
when items of importance are being dis- 
cussed. 

Who are the key players? What do they 
look like? Where do they eat lunch? Go 
there and talk with them. 

4. Take action: Sitting on your butt does 
nothing. Do something, anything. Do your 
homework. Talk over the issue with others 
and then act. Letters to the editor of local 
newspapers are read by thousands. Invite 


the media to your staged activity. They love 
an event that gives them an interesting angle 
or good pictures, Organize public events. 
Distribute handbills. Involve youth. They 
have enthusiasm and chutzpah. It’s easier to 
ask for forgiveness after the fact rather than 
ask for permission. Do it. 

5. Build alliances: Seek out your com 
mon allies such as other community associa- 
tions, seniors, youth groups, labor, business- 
es and work with them to establish a coali- 
tion. Organize joint events, support each 
others’ issues, network ideas and expertise. 
Go to each other's social events. Who might 
share your concern? 

You'll find allies in unexpected places if 
you think creatively. The system wins 
through Divide and Conquer, so do the 
opposite

Bob Gilligan, chair of music at 
the college, stressed the effect of 
Stetch’s willingness to take time 
off over the holidays to return to 
Edmonton. 

“T think an important part of 
bringing in someone like John is 
that it gives the-students informa— 
tion that is difficult for them to 
. find — information about how to 

put out your first CD, information 
about finding people to play with,” 
Gilligan said. 

Not that Stetch is a superhero. 
But he has been able to study and 
experience the scene in New York 
and released two CDs (the latest 
entitled Carpatheum Blues, with 
hopes for a new one later this 
year).

ere we have a film from Oliver 

Stone that does not focus on 
the Vietnam War .. . well it does 
have the war in it, but it’s not the 
focal point.

the strict Quaker his mother (Mary 
Steenburgen) raised, admonished 
to accept “struggle in this life and 
in the next”?

Or 
was he a resentful politician, 
always jealous of the Kennedys 
and the eastern establishment, 
who (in the words of John Ehrlich- 
man, played by J.T. Walsh) left 
“the Constitution hanging by a 
thread because he went to Whittier 
(College) instead of Yale”? 

Casting Hopkins as Nixon was a 
stroke of unexpected genius, not 
that Hopkins looks or sounds like 
Nixon, try as he might to mimic 
Nixon’s mannerisms. Hopkins may 
not overcome his Welsh accent in 
the movie but he does such a cred-

ly does. 

Joan Allen, who plays the part of 
Pat Nixon, is the perfect 1950’s 
political wife, reserved on the out- 


side but prone to anger and pain 
on the inside. 

There are also some uncanny 
imitations, especially Paul Sorvino 
as Kissinger, Madeline Kahn as 
Martha Mitchell, and David Hyde 
Pierce (from TV’s Frasier)being 
perfectly cast as lawyer-turned- 
scapegoat John Dean. 

Stone doesn’t draw a conclusion 
about Nixon’s soul.

Ace Ventura: When Nature Calls 
(PG) 

The laughs are only intermittent in 
this second helping of the movie 
that made Jim Carrey one of 
Hollywood's top-earning stars. You 
also need a taste for gross out 
humor to enjoy a movie in which 
Ace visits Africa in order to rescue 
a sacred bat and avert tribal war- 
fare. The movie's view of Africa is 
both dumb and insensitive, but 
then what else to expect froma 
comedy in which one of the 
biggest laughs involves a friendly 
greeting in which tribesmen spit 
on Carrey and he spits back? Oh 
well, looking for sophistication in 
one of Carrey’s movies is like tun- 
ing in Geraldo in hopes of finding a 
stimulating discussion on semi- 
otics. 


Dracula: Dead and Loving It (PG) 
Mel Brooks’ reputation could be a 
little bloodied by this largely irrele- 
vant send-up of classic vampire 
movies. With Leslie Nielsen as the 
fabled count and an energetic sup- 
porting cast, most notably Peter 
MacNicol as Renfield and Harvey 
Korman as the proprietor of an 
insane asylum. Brooks, who 
appears as professor Van Helsing, 
tries to have fun with British 
accents, but his penchant for slap- 
stick brings this one crashing to 
Earth. No bite. 


Father of the Bride 2 (PG) 

Steve Martin returns in a totally 
unsurprising sequel to his 1991 hit. 
If you've seen the trailer, you've 
definitely seen the movie. Martin 
plays a dad who's dismayed to 
learn that he’s becoming a grandfa- 
ther, and doubly shocked when he 
discovers that his wife (Diane 
Keaton) is pregnant. Even Martin 
Short, who stole the first movie as 
a caterer with an odd accent, 
proves less than uproarious. For 
the record, the filmmakers have 
tried to alter the script of Father’s 
Little Dividend, the 1951 sequel to 
the original Father of the Bride. It 
doesn’t matter, mostly because the 
sentiment in this new version 
becomes so gooey it could stick to 
the roof of your mouth. 


Goldeneye (/) 

The most relevant question about 
the latest James Bond movie isn’t 
whether Pierce Brosnan makes a 
good Bond (he does), but whether 
the world needs any Bond at all. 
The latest helping of 007 features 
some fine action, a variety of glam- 
orous locations and Bond women 
(Famke Janssen and Kizabella 
Scorupco) who are up to snuff. 
But the picture has trouble defin- 
ing an evil that’s big enough for 
Bond, and much-of the updating 
seems self-conscious. M’s job, for

example, has been taken over by a 
woman (Judi Dench), and the 
script includes references to 
everything from CNN to safe sex.

Grumpier Old Men (PG/12) 

Jack Lemmon and Walter Matthau 
repeat their comic success in a 
crude sequel to the surprise 1993 
hit. This time, Matthau’s character 
finds love with an Italian divorcee 
played by Sophia Loren. Loren’s 
beauty and presence provide the 
best reason to see a bald-faced 
rehash of the first movie, although 
audiences seem to love watching 
Lemmon and Matthau strut their 
old-pro stuff. Burgess Meredith 
returns to play Lemmon’s dirty- 
old-man father. 


Heat (/) 

It’s three hours long and doesn’t 
need to be, but director Michael 
Mann’s urban opus does have Al 
Pacino and Robert De Niro anda 
vision of Los Angeles that’s down- 
right eerie. Pacino portrays an 
overly passionate cop; De Niro 
plays a thief who’s also a control 
freak. There's lots of excessive 
action and the women’s roles are 
badly realized, but this teeming bit 
of macho hooey can be pretty 
compelling. 


Jumanji (PG) 

Robin Williams stars in this over- 
wrought adventure about a kid 
who's Sucked into the reality of a 
board game. When he returns, he 
brings a bunch of wild jungle ani- 
mals with him. The special effects 
are good, though not nearly as 
convincing as those of Jurassic 
Park. The problem is the plot: The 
movie hasn't got one. Moreover, 
it’s much too frightening for little 
kids, pre sumably a big part of the 
movie's target audience. With 
Kirsten Dunst, Bradley Pierce and 
Bonnie Hunt. 


Sabrina (G) 

A better-than-expected remake of 
the 1954 movie that starred Audrey 
Hepburn, Humphrey Bogart and 
William Holden. Harrison Ford 
brings rugged charm to the role of 
a businessman who tries to woo a 
chauffeur’s daughter (Julia 
Ormond) away from his irrespon- 
sible younger brother (Greg 
Kinnear). In the hands of Sydney 
Pollack, one of the smarter direc- 
tors around, the movie retains its 
fairy-tale aura and adds a few con- 
temporary one-liners as well.

Brad Pitt and Bruce Willis 
deserve praise for appearing in an 
adventurous project, but the movie 
is overly convoluted and a bit 
pulseless, coming across like the 
disconsolate ramblings of a mad 
man. 


Waiting to Exhale (7) 

Another movie about womanhood 
with a capital W, only centred on 
four black women living the 
upscale life in Phoenix. With 
Whitney Houston and Angela 
Bassett in the main roles, Exhale 
creates a fair measure of commer- 
cial dazzle. 

Most of the humor comes at the 
expense of men, but some of it 
proves irresistibly funny. If the 
plot offers little more than soap- 
opera-level pleasures, the movie 
seldom is shy about expressing its 
point of view.

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dmonton’s Whyte Avenue has a 

rich history, originating from the 
Edmonton-Calgary railway and the 
desire of some movers and shakers 
at the time to create a city separate 
from Edmonton. 

Before Old Strathcona became 
the trendy hot spot it is now, 
Whyte Avenue was viewed as a 
run-down, seedy part of Edmon- 
ton: a home for bikers, pawn 
shops and transients. 

As a result, lease rates and prop- 
erty values were relatively low 
compared to other parts of the 
city. These conditions made it pos- 
sible for people to begin new busi- 
nesses in Old Strathcona. Of 
course because they were looking 
for a cheap place to rent, or buy, 
they had to be prepared to under- 
take a lot of hard work in order for 
their investment to pay off. 


Interest increases 


Little by little the avenue’s look 
began to change. New small busi- 
nesses began to arrive. As the area 
became tess of an eyesore, the 
interest in the area increased. 
That, in turn, resulted in more 
businesses locating on Whyte 
Avenue, bringing with them the 
required elbow grease. Many busi- 
nesses even agreed to tax them- 
selves to fund local improvements. 
This type of development is what I 
call organic; coming from small, 
local initiatives by, in most cases, 
residents of Edmonton. Like any 
Organism, these businesses are 
finding and establishing their

niche in Edmonton. 

This has led to an eclectic col- 
lection of businesses in Old Strath- 
cona, attracting a wide variety of 
people. 


Accessible to everyone 


Another important point distin- 
guishing Old Strathcona from 
other areas is that it’s accessible to 
everyone. Malls such as West Ed- 
monton Mall are private and can 
exclude whomever they wish. 
That's why you find Spare Change 
vendors, buskers, demonstrators 
and other activities in Old Strath- 
cona and not in the private retail- 
ing centres. 

Even the pedways that connect 
various downtown shopping areas 
are private. That's why the recent 
closure of the Jasper Avenue Bay 
Store resulted in the closure of a 
pedway. 

Within the last few years, busi- 
ness interest has increased sub- 
stantially, with new cafés, retail 
stores and bars opening in Old 
Strathcona. As a result property 
values, property taxes and lease 
rates have also increased. Combin- 
ed with the recent upgrade (dis- 
ruption) of Whyte Avenue east of 
103 Street, many businesses have 
folded or moved to areas with 
cheaper lease rates. 

What this means is. that many: 
small businesses can no longer
